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MEMORANDUM EXPLAINING THE DETAILS OF THE 
ESTIMATES. 


1. In this memorandum the variations between the Budget and the Revised Zatreduetory. 


estimates of the current year, and between the latter and the Budget estimates 
of next year, are explained in detail for the major heads of account. Under 
most of the heads details by provinces have been given, an it may be explained 
that the figures shown against “India General’? represent the transactions of 
‘the Central Government, including all expenditure directly controlled by it, of 
the minor administrations of Ajmer-Merwara ‘and Coorg, and of the convict 
settlement in the Andamans. ‘The Budget estimates of Provincial and “ Divid- 
ed” expenditure in 1913-14 generally represent the allotments proposed by the 
several Governments and Administrations with whom regular provincial settle- 
ments have been concluded and in the case of provinces having local Legisla- 
tive Councils more detailed information regarding the figures will be found in 
the Financial Statements presented by the Local Governments to their respec- 
tive Councils. 


2. The figures for the newly created province of Delhi have ‘been entered 
separately and explained under each major head of account. It may be stated 
however at the outset that while the Revised estimates for 1912-13 under each 
head represent the probable receipts and outlay in six months of the current 
year, the Budget makes full provision for the revenue and the charges of a whole 
year; and that where the difference between the two sets of figures arises solely 
= this cause, no explanation of the variation has been given in this memo- 
randum. 


8. It is also necessary to explain at this stage that the figures entered

of the Delhi administration and do not by themselves indicate the cost of change 
of the Imperial Capital. In order to ensure that, although brought into 
account Shim varying heads, expenditure ¢onnected with Delhi shall not be 
lost sight of, instructions have already been issued for the record of all 
such outlay under special descriptive sub-heads which have been opened 


in our accounts. Thus, the whole of the expenditure on the Delhi Project — 


proper chargeable to capital will be shown under the new capital head “ 51’ 

opened for this purpose. Charges connected with the construction of Temporary 
Delhi will be shown under a special descriptive sub-head under the major head 
“ 45—Civil Works—Imperial.” Similarly, expenditure on the new cantonment 
will be shown under a specific descriptive head in the Military section of the 
accounts. Lastly, charges connected with the administration of the Delhi 
province will be brought together in a special Appendix to the Civil Estimates 
under the appropriate service heads, and in this will also be included expen- 
diture from special sanitary or other grants for such objects as water supply, 
town improvements, preservation of antiquities, medical relief, etc. 


In order to present in one view not only the gross expenditure arising from 
the change of Capital, but also the very substantial sums which will from time

to time come to be taken by way of set-off, it has been decided to maintain a® 


special pro forma statement with effect from 1912-13. ‘The general form of 

e statement will be somewhat as shown inthe appendix to this memoran- 
dum; but modifications in the detailed heads may have to be made as advised 
from time to time by the Comptroller General. It will not, however, be possible 
to present these figures until the accounts of 1912-18 are made up, and for the 
present it has been thought sufficient to compile a statement of the gross ex- 
penditure only arising {out of the change of Capital which is included in the

'The whole of the capital outlay undoubtedly represents additional expendi- 
ture which would have been avoided but for the change of Capital. Of the 
charges recorded in the revenue account, the whole of item (b) must for the 
present fall under this class, though there will be small counter selec 
receipts in the shape of rents of the residential buildings, and a substantia 

rtion of the outlay will in all probability be recouped when the temporary 
uildings are no longer required. Item (c) also represents mostly extra expen- 
diture. But the same an balls be said of the other items given above. e 
expenditure shown against items (/) and (g) will probably be more than counter- 
balanced by the savings accruing from the shorter move of the Government of 
India to Delhi. The whole of the outlay shown against items (d) and (e) is being 
met from ordinary Imperial grants; and all that has happened is that money 
is being now spent at Delhi which would have been spent elsewhere for the 
same purpose if the change of Capital had not been made, or else that bei 
the Imperial Capital, Dellii is now receiving a larger share of the money than it 
used to get. Lastly, a an portion of the expenditure showe against item 
*(a) represents the cost of the ordinary civil administration of the. territory 
which used to be met by the Government of the Punjab before Delhi became 
the Imperial Capital; and the only effect of the change has been to transfer 
all such ordina ee eaprtsi from the Provincial to the Imperial section of 
the accounts. But the revenue of the tract has also been so transferred, result- 
ing in a gain to the Imperial Government of about 3} lakhs in 1912-18, 
and 7 lakhs in 1918-14; and it may also be necessary to make a reduction 
in the present assignment of Imperial land revenue received by the Punjab

if.a detailed examination of the accounts indicates that the Provincial expon- 
diture in the tract prior to its transfer to Imperial control exceeded the Pro- 
vincial revenue derived from it, though pending such examination no such 
reduction has been. entered in the estimates. A small portion of the expendi- 
ture, about Rupees one lakh a year, also ee the cost of certain wholly 
Imperial Services, e.g., Ecclesiastical, which has been merely transferred from 
the books of the Punjab to those of the new province ; while a further portion 
of it representing special outlay on sanitation, etc , is being actually met, or, 
but for the change, eye pea been met from special Imperial grants.

6. The total revenue turned out about £796,900 more and the total expen- 
diture about £50,400 less than the Revised estimate, with the result that the 
surplus was £847,300 larger than was anticipated. To this improvement, 
the net earnings of Railways contributed no less than £606,500. There was an 
inerease of £425,600 in the gross receipts, the growth of traflic in March 1912, 
on the North-Western, the Bombay Baroda and Central India, and a few other 
lines having far exceeded expectation ; while there was a net saving of £180,900 
distributed among a number of lines, in the provision for working expenses 
and payment of surplus profits to companies. Eliminating the Provincial figures, 
the balance of the improvement in the surplus, viz., £240,800, occurred chiefly 
under the following heads. There was an increase of £56,600 in the Opium 
revenue owing to a rise in the auction price at the sales of Malwa opium in 
March 1912. Increases of smaller magnitude were also realised under some of 
the other heads of revenue; but these were more than counterbalanced by a 
decrease of £100,000 under Customs, distributed among a number of tariff 
heads.

9. Excluding the Delhi figures, the Revised estimate for 1912-18 is Yess Revise 
than the Budget by R140 lakhs while the Budget for 1913-14 is R403 lakhs Budget 
more than the Revised estimate for 1912-13.

A large improvement of R36°50 lakhs is anticipated 
in the Punjab in spite of the loss of the Delhi revenue, owing to higher receipts 
from the sale of proprietary rights in the canal colonies and the revision of 
assessments in the Chenab colony. Important increases will also take place in 
Burma (R14°78 lakhs) where the outturn of the year’s crops is much above the 
average; in Bengal (R478 lakhs) where, owing to the territorial re-arran 
ment, the Budget was based on data which were more or less uncertain, while 
the Revised includes certain special receipts ; and in Madras (4°76 lakhs) mainly 
in consequence of the postponement of certain collections which were expected.

15. The fourth of these grants is intended to, compensate the Government 
of Assam for political and police expenditure which it will have to incur in 
connection with the outlying territories on the north-east frontier, but for which 
no provision was made in its provincial settlement. The fifth grant is a neces- 
sary concomitant of the progress of resumption of inam lands of village servants— 
see paragraph 12 of last year’s explanatory memorandum, 

The sixth grant is an addition to the similar grant of R189 lakhs made 
in the current year, the object of the aggregate grant of R265 lakhs being to 
assist Local Governments in employing additional Deputy Sanitary Commissioners 
and municipalities in organising an efficient staff of health officers and sanitary 
inspectors. All the major \ sebheate participate in the grant with the exception 
of Assam and the Central Provinces from which no schemes on the subject have 
yet been received. 

16. In connection with the grants falling within the first of the categories 
mentioned above, it may be explained that certain appropriations have hitherto 
been made in some of the provinces, in aid of expenditure which is properly 
chargeable to Provincial revenues, from the ning of the land cess whic 
is wholly applied elsewhere to finance rural oards. Thus in Bengal and in 
Bihar and Orissa, a moiety of the land cess—known as the public works 
cess—forms an item of Provincial revenue; in Agra about one-third of the 
land cess is appropriated by the Provincial Government to meet the cost of 
the rural police; and in the Punjab the district boards have to make over 
to the Provincial Government about one-fifth of the land cess as a contri- 
bution for general services. e arrangement has naturally resulted in a 
severe restriction of the activities of the rural boards in these provinces ; and the 
Royal Commission on Decentralisation recommended in paragraph 773(i) of 
their report, that the resources of rural boards should be augmented by the 
surrender of these appropriations. It is proposed to accept the recommenda- 
tion; and provision has accordingly been made in next year’s Budget for the 
subventions required to compensate the four Provincial Governments for the loss 
of revenue entailed by the change. In calculating this loss due allowance has 
been made for the resumption of certain iron now made to the rural boards 
by the Provincial Governments. In the nited Provinces a necessary corollary 
of the measure will be the abolition of the separate police rate in Ouch, the cost 
of the rural police becoming an item of Provincia expenditure, while advan- 
tage will be taken of the change to introduce another desirable reform, viz., the 
substitution of cash-paid chaukidars in Gorakhpur for village watchmen who are

18. The subvention of R36'50 lakhs for sanitary expenditure represents the share 
assigned to the Governments of the nine major provinces, of the annual appro- 
riation of R45 lakhs which it has been decided to make from Imperial revenues 
in aid of outlay on the improvement of sanitation. R5 lakhs out of this appro- 
priation has been reserved for research for which there is a vast field in India, 
and the balance of 240 lakhs is intended to provide for urgent sanitary needs 
in cities. Out of the latter sum, R36:50 fete have been allotted to the major 
provinces, 21:50 lakhs to the minor administrations, and R2 lakhs kept in 
reserve for future distribution. The allotments to provinces have been made 
with reference to figures of urban population modified where necessary in accord- 
ance with lists of schemes ready and waiting for funds in each province. 

19. The recurring assignments for education will be in addition to the 
similar grants made for this purpose from Imperial revenues in 1912-13, and 
the total provision in next year’s Budget for special Imperial subventions to 

_ Provincial Governments in aid of educational expenditure will stand at R104°31 
lakhs as shown in column 4 of the table in paragraph 17. Adding to this sum 
R369 lakhs allotted to meet the educational needs of the minor administrations 
and 7 lakhs held in reserve for future distribution, the special appropriation 
from Imperial revenues for outlay on the advancement of dducation will amount 
to R115 lakhs in 1918-14, or R55 lakhs more than the similar appropriation 
made in the current year. The distribution of this additional sum among the 
provinces has been made generally with reference to population, the demand for 
education and the expressed needs of Local Governments.

tutions, and the pressing demands for hostels; and the balance of R250 lakhs

under this head of a portion of the expenditure from the special Imperial grants 
for education, sanitation and other beneficial services, for which provision was 
made elsewhere in the Budget. The total outlay of this class will amount to 
about R79 lakhs; and excluding this sum, the Revised estimate under Civil 
Works falls short of the Budget by about R54 lakhs. The real saving is larger, 
for a portion of the expenditure against some of the ordinary grants provided _ 
in thé Budget under Education, Medical and other heads, is recorded in the 
accounts under Civil Works. Considerable lapses in the grants provided under 
the latter head are expected in the Punjab (about R25 lakhs), where it will be 
impossible to push through the heavy programme of new roads and buildi 
contemplated in the Budget; in Bihar and Orissa (about R15 lakhs) mainly in 
allotments for special works at Bankipur and Ranchi; in Bengal (about 210 
lakhs) owing to non-utilisation of a lump provision of R361 lakhs for grants 
to district boards and slower progress of work on new buildings; in Madras (about 
R10 lakhs) where the allotments for new buildings and for water-supply and 
drainage schemes will not be fully utilised owing to delay in the preparation of 
proper estimates and in the acquisition of site, and to other reasons ; and in Burma 
where the Local Government has decided to save for future expenditure R9} lakhs 
of the special Imperial grant given in 1911-12 for the development of communica- 
tions.

_ grant of 8100 lakhs from Imperial revenues (vide paragraph 23) wh'ch has been 
made available for expenditure in the ensuing year. Lump allotments have 
been added under this head as shown in the table in the preceding paragraph, 
from which each Local Government will be at perfect freedom to make 
necessary re-appropriations for any schemes to which it may decide to apply 
the funds placed at its disposal.

Government of India consists of expenditure chargeable to the Indian revenues ; 
-and if this represented the only charges, the Ways and Means programme would 
beg simple oes me as the whole of the expenditure would ordinarily be met 

by remittance of funds from India. The capital outlay on the construction of rail- 

ways and irrigation works, however, necessitates heavy borrowing ; and the major 
aa of the money required is usually raised in England, either direct or 

ugh the agency of Companies. A er complication is introduced by 
ractice under which all payments made in England to Railway Companies 
ing purchased lines, for purchase of stores and other capital purposes, as 
well as all moneys raised by them and paid into the Home Treasury, are 
brought to account under the appropriate heads in this country and are 
treated in the Home accounts eg estimates as remittances to or from India 
ey. The transactions connected with the Gold Standard Reserve, 
and with the replacement of one particular form or item of direct or indirect 
debt by another, also largely swell the receipts and charges of the Home 
Treasury without affecting the general Ways and Means programme.

~ £8,626,300 more than the Budget. A sum of £7,060,000 has been spent on the 
purchase of silver for the coinage of rupees in India, for which no provision was’ 
made in the Budget estimate. The deposits of capital by railway companies 
are less by £1,313,100 owing to a much smaller issue of debentures of the 
Madras and Southern Mahratta Railway Company than was contemplated in the 
Budget. There is an aggregate excess of £578,100 in the capital expenditure 
on railways and irrigation works, inclusive of outlay on companies and re 

to companies working purchased railways. There is also an increase of £139,500 
in the net expenditure chargeable to revenue ; and of £210,100 in the miscel- 
laneous payments which are treated in the Home Treasury accounts as remit- 
tances to India, caused chiefly by a larger demand for stores on the art of 
Provincial Governments, supply of national health insurance stamps to ritish 
soldiers serving in India, and higher remittances by soldiers for deposit in the 
Post Office Savings Bank. The increase in the net disbursement from these 
various sources amount to £9,295,800 ; but a portion of it is counterbalanced 
by a total improvement of £669,500 under the other items shown in the table - 
on the eg a page, which arises mainly from a special receipt of £327,900 
in gold from India and a rise of £303,700 in the net receipts in connection with 
postal and money order transactions exchanged between England and India. 


240. The briskness of the export trade has again led toa heavy demand 
for remittance of funds to India; and the total drawings of the Secretary of 
State in the current year are now expected to amount to £25,660,000, the whole 
of which will be aa to meet the disbursements of the Home Treasury, against 
a Budget estimate of £15,500,000. The additional funds thus obtained will 
more than suffice to meet the increase in the net disbursements mentioned in 
the preceding paragraph ; and the balances of the Home Treasury will be 
drawn on to the extent of £10,085,800 only instead of £11,619,500 as provided 
in the Budget. A remittance of £1,927,900 in gold was also received during 
the F sed from India ; but of this amount £1,600,000 was deposited at the Bank 
of England on account of the Paper Currency Reserve, and only £827,900 was 
used for general purposes.

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 
- 29th Mareh 1918. 


Burma.—No rain fell during the week. Cultivation of spring and summer rice and 
harvesting of island crops are proceeding normally. Farm stock is in good condition. The 
price of unhusked rice remains a little above normal, 


Assam.—Slight to moderate rain fell in most districts and facilitated cultivating opera- 
tions. A severe hailstorm occurred in Silchar causing dam2ge to houses and trees, 
Ploughing for and sowing of early and late broadcast rice and jute and pressing of sugar- 
cane are in progress. Pruning of tea is nearly finished and plucking has commenced. 
The average price of common rice has risen by 3 per cent, Cattle disease is reported 
from five districts. 


Bengal.—During the week no rain fell throughout the Province except in prrts of 


Chittagong. Prospects of standing crops are generally good, Harvesting of spring 


crops and pressing of sugarcane are approaching completion, The average price of 
common rice for the Province has risen by t per cent as compared with that of the previous 
week. Cattle disease is reported from Khulna and from parts of Rajshahi and Mymensingh. 


Bihar and Orissa.—There was no rain during the weck. The weather was season- 
able. Harvesting of spring crops, planting] of sugarcane and preparation of lands for the 
next season’s crops are in progress. Pressing of sugarcane still continues in some districts. 
The condition of standing crops is good, The average price of common rice has risen 
slightly as compared with that of the previous week. The condition of cattle is on the 
whole good. The supply of fodder and water is sufficient all over the Province. Agricul- 
tural prospects in the Feudatory State of Orissa are on the whole good. 


United Provinces—The week was rainless. Harvesting of spring crops is in full 
swing. Extra crops are being sown, sugarcane planted and opium extracted, Prospects 
‘of the harvest are generally good. Standing crops are reported to be in good condition. 
Fodder and water are everywhere sufficient. In Mirzapur the numbers on test works 
have fallen to 1,130 and those on canal and water-works to 8,748. In the Benares State 
the numbers on relief works have risen to 2,047 and there are still 2,490 persous on gratui- 
tous relief Cattle disease still prevails in Bundelkhand but elsewhere continues to 
diminish, There is a distinct fall in the level of prices which is particularly marked in the 
case of spring grains, 


Punjab.—The weather during the week was dry, The condition of irrigated spring 
crops is average to good and of unirrigated crops fair. Spring crops are being harvested 
in the Ambala division. The outturn of irrigated crops is generally average to good and 
of unirrigated crops below average. Sowing of extra spring crops and of sugarcane d 
cotton and ploughing for autumn crops continue, Cattle are generally healthy z. 
fodder is insufficient in places. Prices remain high, 


North-West Frontier Province.—Except slight showers in Hazara and Bannu_ the 
week was rainless.. The weather at times was cloudy, The cold is decreasing. The 
condition of standing crops is generally good on irrigated and average on unirrigated 
areas, Sowing of sugarcane and extra spring crops is proceeding. The condition of cattle 
is good. The fodder and water-supply is generally sufficient. Prices are high but are 
falling slightly in Dera Ismail Khan. 


Jammu.—Slight rain fell during the week, Prices are fluctuating. Wheat sells from 
to to 16 and maize from 12 to 19 seers per rupee. The condition of standing crops is fair, 
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Cattle disease of mild type prevails in the Riasi tahsil. Fodder is insufficient in some 
tahsils. 






Rajputana.—The weather is cool at night and pleasant in the day. Harvesting is 
in progress, Standing crops are in good condition. Prospects are generally fair. Cattle 
are in good condition, Fodder and water are sufficient. Prices are generally high but 
falling. The opium crop in Kishangarh is doing well. 


Kashmir,—It rained twice during the week. Standing crops are in good condition. 
Prices of rice and maize are rising and those of other grains are stationary, No damage. 
has been done to crops. Operations for autumn crops continue. Fodder is normal. 


Central India,—The weather is clear with hot days and cool mornings. Harvesting 
of spring crops continues with outtura generally excellent. Ploughing for autumn crops is 
proceeding. Cattle disease prevails in parts of Gwalior, Indore, Bhopal, Bundelkhand and, 
Bhopawar. The fodder sypply is sufficient. Prices are normal in Bhopal and, Baghel- 
khand, fluctuating in Indore and falling elsewhere. 


Central Provinces.—The weather has been clear and warm but the nights and 
mornings are still cool. Harvesting and threshing of spring crops still continue in most 
districts, Prospects are favourable. Fodder continues to be dear in the Sausar tahsil of 
the Chhindwara district and in Akola; both dear and scarce in Saugor and Wardha and 
scarce inthe Mebkar taluka of the Buldana district. The supply of water is sufficient. 
Agricultural stock is in good condition, Gram fell in Chhindwara and rice rose in Bilaspur 
by two seers per rupee. Elsewhere prices of food grains remained stationary or fluctuated 
slightly, 


Feudatory States.—Prospects of spring crops are generally good. Wheat sells 
cheaper by two seers per rupee in Sarangarh. 


Bombay,—Standing spring crops are in good condition except in parts of the Upper 
Sind Frontier where they have been damaged slightly by adverse winds, Cotton has been 
damaged by insects in Radhanpur. Harvesting continues. Cotton picking is progressing 
in parts of Gujarat, West Khandesh, Satara, the Karnatak, Cutch and Rewa Kantha, Pre- 
paration of lands for autumn cultivation continues generally. The fodder supply is deficient 
in parts of Hyderabad and Ahmednagar. Agricultural stock is generally in good condition 
and sufficient except in parts of Cutch. The condition of stock is deteriorating in Ahmed- 
ide Drinking water is generally adequate except in parts of Ahmednagar, Sholapur 
and Bijapur, Water for irrigation is deficient in parts of the Deccan and Bijapur.

Ninth Report of the Board of Management of the Indian People’s 
Famine Trust covering the Calendar year 1912. 


1. There were three meetings of the Board held during the year 1912, 
besides the usual Annual Meeting, viz., on 6th January, 12th March and 20th 
May. “: 


2. The Report and the Annual accounts for 1911 were passed at a meeting 
of the Board held on 5th February and a copy of the Report on the administra- 
tion of the Trust during 1911 and of the Accounts was forwarded to the 
Government of: India in the Department of Revenue and Agriculture in 
accordance with rule 16 of the rules for the administration of the Trust. 


3. The famine in Bombay noticed in the last year’s report developed itself 
steadily, especially in Gujerat, Cutch and Kathiawar and two further applica- 
tions from the Central Famine Relief Fund Committee, Bombay, were received. 
Each time the Board made to them a grant of Rs: 50,000 and the total’ grants: 
made during the year including the application received in 1911 amounted to 
Rs. 1,50,000. It may be noted that the cash balance in hand in March and 
June was not sufficient to meet the calls and the Board had to: sell Government 
paper for Rs. 55,000 for the purpose, out of the temporary investment. It is 
gratifying, however, to note that the whole of the grant made by the Board 
was not used up, the Committee being able to refund Rs. 14,000 and to make 
a promise of a further refund, 


4, Accumulations of interest realized were promptly invested from time to 
time during the year as in 1911 and 3} per cent. Government paper of the 
nominal value of Rs. 1,02,000° was purchased at a cost of Rs. 98;610%13-0!' 
These securities as well as those purchased in previous years less sales effected 
during the year amount to Rs. 6,50,000 and stand in the joint names of the 
Comptroller General and.Accountant General, Bengal, and are available for 
expenditure. 


5. During the year the Hon’ble Sir Lawrence Jenkins, Ki., K.O.1 E., 
K.(., resigned. his appointment.as.Chairman to the Board and the Hon’ble Sir 
R. W. Carlyle, K.0.S'1., was appointed to succeed him. 


6. A statement of the assets of the Trust and an Abstract of the accounts 
are given in schedules I and II annexed. :

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 
Regulation 1. Short Title of the Act. 


The act “ To regulate the importation of nursery stock and other plants 
and plant products; to enable the Secretary of Agriculture to establish and 
maintain quarantine districts for plant diseases and insect pests; to permit and 
regulate the movement of fruits, plants, and végetables therefrom, and for other 

urposes,” approved August 20, 1912, shall be known and referred to as “ The 
lant Quarantine Act, August 20, 1912.” 


Regulation 2. Definition, 


For the purpose of this act the term “nursery stock” includes all field-grown 
florists’ stock, trees, shrubs, vines, cuttings, grafts, scions, buds, fruit pits, and 
other seeds of fruit and ornamental trees or shrubs, and other plants and plant 
products for propagation, except field, vegetable, and flower seeds, bedding 


» plants, and other herbaceous plants, bulbs, and roots, 


__ All woody plants and parts thereof for propagation or planting are included 
within the term “ nursery stock” as used in this act. 


“ Field-grown florists’ stock” is all florists’ stock which is usuall 
outside of greenhouses for all-or part of the year, nig via 
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Regulation 3. Applications for Permits for Importation of Nursery 
: Stock. « 


Persons contemplating the importation by mail, express, freight, or other 


form of transportation of nursery stock as defined in this act from any part of the 


world will first make application tothe Secretary of Agriculture for a permit, 


stating in the application the general nature and quantity of the nursery stock, 





the district or locality where grown, the name and address of the exporter, 
together with the name and address of the importer in the United States and the 
proposed port of entry. (NOTE—The port of entry is the port where the 
imported nursery stock is cleared from customs and ‘the duty paid.) ! 


__, By “general nature” is meant the class or type of stocks, as fruit trees, 
fruit-tree stocks, etc., as specified in the official form of permit. 


Applications for permits should be made in advance of the shipment of the 
nursery stock, butif through no fault of the importer stock shall arrive before the 
issue of a permit the stock will be held in customs custody at the risk and 


expense of the importer for a period not.exceeding 10 days pending the issue of 
a permit.

Regulation 4. Delivery in Bond, 


(Section 1.) 


If the required permit be not at hand at the time of the arrival at port of 
entry of the nursery stock, the latter may be delivered to the importer, consignee, 
or agent tor the proper care thereof upon the filing of a voluntary bond with 
approved sureties in double the invoice value of the property {the amount of the 
bond in no case to be less than $20) conditioned upon the redelivery thereof to 
the collector within 20 days from the date of arrival and providing that the 
same shall not be removed from the port of entry within such period or until 
the presentation of proper permit; or, if the importer, consignee, or agent shall 
so elect, the goods may be retained in the custody of the officer of the customs 
pending the issuance of the permit, wholly at the expense of the importer, 


Regulation 5. Permits for entry of Nursery Stock, 
(Section 1.) 


On approval by the Secretary of Agriculture of an application for the 
importation of nursery stock from countries which maintain nursery stock inspece 
tion.a permit will be issued in triplicate. One copy of the permit will be 
furnished to the applicant, one copy will be mailed to the collector at the port of 
entry, and the third filed with the application. Permits will expire on the goth 
day of June of the year following the date of issue.

On and after July 1, 1913, entry of nursery stock will not be allowed unless 
the invoice is accompanied by the original certificate and unless each container 
bears a copy certificate, issued by a duly authorized official of the country from 
which it is shipped, stating that the nursery stock covered by these certificates | 
has been thoroughly inspected by him or under his direction and was found, or 
believed to be, free from injurious plant diseases and insect pests : Provided, 
That for stock to be shipped between October 1 and May 31 such inspection 
shall be made on or after the 1st-of October and for stock shipped during the 
growing season inspection shall be made at the time of packing : Provided Surther, 

‘hat on and after July 1, 1913, nursery stock from countries which do not 
maintain official nursery stock inspection will be admitted into the United States 
only for experimental purposes and in limited quantities. For such importations 
a special permit will’ be’ required. (See Reg. 5.) Applications for such 


permits should be: addressed, in writing, to the Federal Horticultural Board, 
specifying the amount and kinds of nursery stock which it is intended to import. —

Any such shipments will be allowed to enter only through a port which the 
Secretary of Agriculture will designate in the permit. Such nursery stock shall 
not be delivered to the importer or consignee until it has been examined by an 
inspector of the Department of Agriculture and found to be free from plant 
diseases and insect pests. 

Prior to July 1, 1913, it will not be required that the original certifi- 
cate of inspection accompany the invoice, but each container of imported 
nursery stock must bear a copy of the certificate of inspection in the form 
authorised by the responsible inspection official of the country of origin, 


Prior to July 1, 1913, ni rsery stock from countries which maintain no official 
nursery-stock inspection will be admitted into the United States only through the 
ports of New York, San Francisco, Seattle, Jacksonville, New Orleans, Hono- 
lulu, and San Juan after examination by inspectors of the Department of Agri- 
culture at the port of entry, if found to be free from plant diseases and insect 
pests. 

Collectors of customs will be notified from time to time, through the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, of the countries which maintain official nursery stock 
inspection, 


Entry will not be allowed unless the case, box, or other container or cover- 
ing is plainly and correctly marked to show the number of permit, the general 
nature and quantity of the contents, the district or locality and country where 
grown, the name and address of the exporter, and the name and address of the 
consignee. 


Nursery stock offered for entry without compliance with these regulations 
will be refused admission. Nursery stock, inspected as provided herein, which 
is found to be carrying dangerous insects or plant diseases may be treated or 
destroyed, as circumstances require. 


When a package of imported nursery stock includes any prohibited species 
the entire package will be refused entry and treated or destroyed as circumstances 
may require, 

All charges for storage, cartage and labour incident to inspection, other than 
the services of inspectors, shall be paid by the owner or consignee. 


Regulation 7. Foreign Certificate of Inspection. 


(Section 1.) 


On and after July 1, 1913, certificates and copy certificates shall give the 
date of inspection, name of the grower, the district or locality, and country where 
gtown ; a statement that the stock has been inspected by a duly authorized official 
and found, or believed to be, free from dangerous insects and plant diseases, 
The original certificate shall be signed aud sealed by, and the copy certificate 
shall bear the seal of the responsible inspection official for the country of 
origin, 

Lists of officials in foreign countries authorised to inspect nursery stock giving 
their names and official designations, will be furnished to collectors of customs 
through the Secretary of the Treasury, 


Regulation 8. Notice of Shipment by Importers and Shippers. 
(Sections 2 and 4.) 


_ Immediately upon the entry and before removal from the port of entry of 
shipments of nursery stock the person receiving the stock shall notify the Secre- 
tay of Agriculture through the collector of customs where entry is made on forms 
provided for that purpose, stating the number of permit, the general nature, age 
or height, and quantity of the nursery stock, the country and locality where grown 
the date of entry, and the name and address of each of the consignees to whom 
it is proposed to forward the nursery stock, together with the probable date of 
gone for transportation, : 
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_ At the same time, a copy of the notice to the Secretary of Agriculture shall 
‘be sent by the person receiving the stock at port of entry to the duly authorised 
inspector or other officer of the State, Territory, or District to which the nursery 
stock is to be shipped. Lists of such officers may be obtained on application to 
the collector of customs or the Federal Horticultural Board, Washington, D, C, 
‘A list of State inspection officials will be found at the end of this circular. 


Should the consignee named in the notices required to be given before

Due 
notice of the hearing will be given by publication or otherwise, as may be 
deemed appropriate by the Secretary of Agriculture. Notice will contain a 
statement of the action which is contemplated by the Secretary of 
Agriculture, and will state the time and place of the hearing. 


Regulation 11, Marking of Packages. 
(Section 3.) 


Packages containing nursery stock which arrive not marked according to the 
law will not be delivered until they shall have been so marked under customs 
supervision and at the expense of the importers. (See also paragraph 2, 
Regulation 6.)

THE PLANT QUARANTINE ACT, AUGUST 20, 1g12. 


AN ACT To regulate the importation of nursery stock and other plants and plant products; to enable the 
‘Secretary of Agriculture to estoblish and maintain quarantine districts for plant disease: and insect pests ; to permit 
and regulate the movement of fruits, piants, and vegetables therefrom, and for other purposes. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That it shall be unlawful for any person to import or 
offer fur. entry into the United States any nursery stock unless and until a permit shall 
have been issued therefor by the Secretary of Agriculture, under such conditions 
and,regulations as the said Secretary of Agriculture may prescribe, and unless such nursery 
stoek shall be accompanied by a certificate of inspection, in manner and form as required 
by*the Secretary of Agriculture, of the proper official of the country from which the 
i arpa is made, to the effect that the stock has been thoroughly inspected and is 
believed to be free from injurious plant diseases and insect pests: Provided, That the 
Secretary of Agriculture shall issue the permit for any particular importation of nursery 
stock when the conditions and regulations as prescribed in this act shall have been 
complied with: Provided further, That nursery stock may be imported for experimental 
or scientific purposes by the Department of Agriculture upon such conditions and under 
such regulations as the said Secretary of Agriculture may prescribe: And provided 
further, That nursery stock imported from countries where no official system of inspection 
for such stock is maintained may be admitted upon such conditions and under such 
regulations as the Secretary of Agriculture may prescribe, 


Sec. 2. That it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Treasury promptly to notify 
the Secretary of Agriculture of the arrival of any nursery stock at port of entry; that the 


person receiving such stock at port of entry shall, immediately upon entry and before such * 


stock is delivered for shipment or removed from the port of entry, advise the Secretary 
of Agriculture or, at his direction, the proper State, Territorial, or District official of the 
State or Territory or the District to which such nursery stock is destined, or both, as the 
Secretary of Agriculture may elect, of the name and address of the consignee, the nature 
and quantity of the stock it is proposed to ship, and the country and locality where the 


same was. grown. That no person shall ship or offer forshipment from one State or” 


Territory or District of the United States into any other State or Territory or District, 
any nursery stock imported into the United States without notifying the Secretary of 
Agriculture or, at his direction, the proper State, Territorial, or District official of the 
State or Territory or District to which such nursery stock is destined, or both, as the 
Secretary of Agriculture may elect, immediately upon the delivery of the said stock for 
shipment, of the name and address of the consignee, of the nature and quantity of stock 
it is oh, pets to ship, and the country and locality where the same was grown, unless 
and until such imported. stock has been inspected by the proper. official of the State, 
titory, or District of the United States, 
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Sec, 3. That no person shall import or offer for entry into the United States any 
ery stock unless case, box, package, crate, bale, or bundle thereof shall be plainly 
id correctly marked to show the general nature and quantity of the contents, the country 
andlocality where the same was grown, the name and address of the shipper, owner, or 
person shipping or forwarding the same, and the name and address of the consignee. 


Sec, 4. That no person shall ship or deliver for shipment from one State or Territory 
or District of the United States into any other State or Territory or District any snelh 
imported nursery stock the case, box, package, crate, bale, or bundle thereof is not plainly 
marked so as to show the general nature and quantity of the contents, the name and 
address of the consignee, and the country and locality where such stock was grown, 
unless and until such imported stock has been inspected by the proper official of a State, 
Territory, or District of the United States, ‘ 


Sec, 5. That whenever the Secretary of Agriculture shall determine that the 
unrestricted importation of any plants, fruits, vegetables, roots, bulbs, seeds, or other 
plant products not included by the term “nursery stock” as defined in section six of this 
act may result in the entry into the United States or any of its Territories or Districts 
of pple. plant diseases or insect pests, he shall promulgate his determination, specifying 
the class 

.the country and locality where they are grown, and thereafter, and until such promulgation 
is withdrawn, such plants and plant products imported or offered for iniport into the United 
States or any of its Territories or Districts shall be subject to all the provisions of the fore 
going sections of this act: provided, That before the Secretary of Agriculture shall pro- 






mulgate his determination that the unrestricted importation of any plants, fruits, vege: 


tables, roots, bulbs, seeds, or other plant products not included by the term “ nursey stock ’? 
as defined in section six of this act may result in the entry into the United States or 

of its Territories or Districts of injurious plant diseases or insect pests he shall, after 
due notice, give a public hearing, under such rules and regulations as he shali_ prescribe, 
at which hearing any interested party may appear and be heard, either in person or by 
attorney. 


SEC. 6. That for the purpose of this act the term “nursery stock” shall include all 
field-grown florists’ stock, trees, shrubs, vines, cuttings, grafts, scions, buds, fruit pits and 
other seeds of fruit and ornamental trees or shrubs, and other plants and plant products 


for propagation, except field, vegetable, and flower seeds, bedding plants and other herba- 
ceous plants, bulbs, and roots, 


Sec. 7, That whenever, in order to prevent the introduction into the United 
States of any tree, plant, or fruit disease or of any injurious insect, new to or not there- 
tofore widely prevalent or distributed within and throughout the United States, the Secretary 
of Agriculture shall determine that it is necessary to forbid the importation into the United 
States of any class of nursery stock or of any other class of plants, fruits, vegetables, roots, 
bulbs, seeds, or other plant products from a country or locality where such disease or ins 
infestation exists, he shall promulgate such determination, specifying the country a 
locality and the class of nursery stock or other class of plants, fruits, vegetables, “roots, 
bulbs, seeds, or other plant products which, in his opinion, should be excluded. Following 
the promulgation of such determination by the Secretary of Agriculture, and until the 
withdrawal of the said promulgation by him, the importation of the class of nursery stock 
or of other class of oe fruits, vegetables, roots, bulbs, seeds, or other plant products 
specified in the said promulgation from the country and locality therein named, regardless 
of the use for which the same ‘is intended, is hereby prohibited ; and until the withdrawal 
of the said promulgation by the Secretary of Agriculture, and notwithstanding that such 
class of nursery stock or other class of plants, fruits, vegetables, roots, bulbs, seeds, or 
other plant products be accompanied by a certificate of inspection from the country of 
importation, no person shall import or offer for entry into the United States from any 
country or locality specified in such promulgation, any of the class of nursery stock or 
of other class of plants, fruits, vegetables, roots, bulbs, seeds, or other plant products named 
therein, regardless of the use for which the same is intended: Provided, That before the 
Secretary of Agriculture shall promulgate his determination that it is necessary to forbid 
the importation into the United States of the articles named in this section he shall, after 
due notice to interested parties, give a public hearing, under such rules and regulations as 
he shall prescribe, at which hearing any interested party may appear and be heard, either in 
person or by attorney: Provided further, That the quarantice provisions of this section 
as applying to the white-pine blister rust, potato wart, and the Mediterranean fruit fly, 
shall become and be effective upon the passage of this act, 


SEC. 8, That the Secretary of Agriculture is authorized and directed to quarantine 
any State, Territory, or District of the United States, or any portion thereof, when he 
shall determine the fact that a dangerous plant disease or insect infestation, new to or not 
theretofore widely prevalent or diibused within and throughout the United States, exists 
in such State or Territory or District ; and the Secretary of Agriculture is directed to give 
notice of the establishment of such quarantine to common carriers doing business in or 
through such quarantined area, and shall publish in such newspapers in the quarantined 
area as he shall select notice of the establishment of quarantine. That no person shall ship 
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plants and plant products. the importation of which shall be restricted and 
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or offer for shipment to any common carrier, nor shall any common carrier receive for 

transportation or transport, nor shall any person curry or transport from any quaranti 
State or Territory or District of the United States, or from any quarantined portion theres 
of, into or rt a any other State or Territory or District, any class of nursery 5! or 
any other class of plants, fruits, vegetables, roots, bulbs, seeds, or other on products 
specified in the notice of quarantine except as hereinafter provided. That it shall be unlawful 
payh to move or allow to be moved any class of nursery stock or any other class of plants, fruits, 
i vegetables, roots, bulbs, seeds, or other plant products specified in the notice of quarantine 
hereinbefore provided, and regardless of the use for which the same is intended, from any 
quarantined State or Territory or District of the United States, or quarantined portion there- 
of, into or through any other State or Territory or District, in manner or method or under 
conditions other than those prescribed by the Secretary of Agriculture, That it shall be 
the duty of the Secretary of Agriculture to make and promulgate rules and regulations 
which shall permit and govern the inspection, disinfection, certification, and method and 
: manner of delivery and shipment of the class of nursery stock or of any other class of 
plants, fruits, vegetables, roots, bulbs, seeds, or other plant products specified in the notice 
of quarantine hereinbefore provided, and regardless of the use for which the same 1s 
® intended, from a quarantined State or Territory or District of the United States, or quaran- 
© tined portion thereof, into or through any other State or Teiritory or District; and the 
¢ ‘Secretary of Agriculture shall give notice of such rules and regulations as hereinbefore 
provided in this section for the notice of the establishment of quarantine : Provided, That 
before the Secretary of Agriculture shalt promulgate his determination that itis necessary 
to quarantine any State, Territory, or District of the United States, or portion thereof, 
under the authority given in this section, he shall, after due notice to interested parties, 
ive a public hearing under such rules and regulations as he shall prescribe, at which 

od ring any interested party may appear and be heard, either in person or by attorney. 


Sec. 9. That the Secretary of Agriculture shall make and promulgate such rules and 
regulations as may be necessary for carrying out the purposes of this act. 


SEC. 10. That any person who shall violate any of the provisions of this act, of 
who shall forge, counterfeit, alter, deface, or destroy any certificate provided for in this act 
or in the regulations of the Secretary of Agriculture shall be deemed guilty of a misdemea- 

} nour and shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished by a fine not exceeding five hundred 
dollars or by imprisonment not exceeding one year, or both such fine and imprisonment 
in the discretion of the court: Provided, That no common carrier shall be deemed to 
have violated the provisicns of any of the foregoing sections of this act on proof that 
such carrier did not knowingly receive for transportation or transport nursery stock or 
other plants or plant products as such from one State, Territory, or District of the United

of the United States attorneys diligently to prosecute any violations of this act which are 

¢ brought to their attention by the Secretary of Agriculture or which come to their notice: 
Ki other means. 


Sec, 11. That the word “ person” as used in this act shal] be construed to import both 

«© the plural and the singular, as the case demands, and shall include corporations, companies, 

societies and associations, When construing and enforcing the provisions of this act, the 

act, omission or failure of any officer, agent, or other person acting for or employed by any 

corporation, company, society, or association, within the scope of his employment or office,. 

shall in every case be also deemed to be the act, omission, or failure of suck corporation, 
company, society, or association, as well as that of the person, 


Sec. 12. That for the purpose of sion hc out the provisions of this act there shall be 
appointed by the Secretary of Agriculture from existing bureaus and offices in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, including the Bureau of Entomology, the Bureau of Plant Industry, 
and the Forest Service, a Federal Horticultural Board consisting of five members, of whom: 
not more than two shall be appointed from any one bureau or office, and who shall serve 
without additional compensation. 


Sec, 13. That there is hereby appropriated, out of the moneys in the Treasuries not 
otherwise appropriated to be expended as the Secretary of Agriculture may direct, for the 
purposes and objects of this act, the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars. 


Sec. 14. That this act shall become and be effective from and after the first day of 
October, nineteen hundred and twelve, except as herein otherwise provided,

3. The first day of July, nineteen hundred and thirteen, shall be substituted 
for the first day of January, ninteen hundred and thirteen, in the Schedule to the 
Principal Order (Orders Revoked).
